The declaration filed on 1 1/12/03 under 37 CFR 1 .131 is sufficient to overcome the 
Yamamoto (6466107) reference.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails to 
show, two piezoelectric layers among at least three piezoelectric layers that are 
polarized in a thickness direction; wherein at least four electrode layers are connected 
to one another such that in at least one piezoelectric layer among the at least three 
piezoelectric layers, an electric field is generated in a direction that is identical to the 
polarization direction of at least one piezoelectric layer, and in at least another 
piezoelectric layer among the at least three piezoelectric layers and the electric field is 
generated in a direction that is opposite to the polarization direction of at least another 
piezoelectric layer; and among the at least three piezoelectric layers, at least one 
piezoelectric layer has a thickness that is different form each of the thickness of the 
other piezoelectric layers.
